Wages Vary Greatly 


What strikes one most on investigat- 
ing, even superficially, the position of 
the working man, is the extraerdinary 


nary 


differences in wages of men living in the, 


same district anl perhaps side by side. 
Speaking very broadiv, of course, the 
very poor live in certajn districts, the 
moderately well-off in others, and 


men of all grades are of course found in 
all districts. This is largely to be ac- 
counted for by the fact that high wagee 
are often offset by “short time,” whilst 
the low wage is frequently more con- 


stant. 


Thus the engineer or printer earning in 
full work £2 a week is often, for three 
four months in the year, 
time and consequently short pay, 
not infrequently is “playing” for two or| 
three weeks together, so that his an- 
nual income averages something much 
less than his scheduled rate of wage. 

On the other hand, the man with low 
pay but regular work, such as a lamp 
lighter for instance, whose wage is only 
about 20s. to 25s. a’ week, but who is 
never ott of. work, has a job which is 
much sought after, and he is in. fact 
really much better off. The followjng| 
is a fairly typical budget for the work- 
ing man who ¢an command an average 
weekly wage of 30s. and who bas a wife

The vital question involved in these 
negotiations was that of the successor 
to the throne. The nomination of the 
new Sultan in case of abdication rests, 
according to Moroccan custom, with the 
retiring monarch, and the fact that the 
direct heir was a child made it neces- 
sary to obtain, through the direct action 
of the Sultan himself, a guarantee sat- 
isfactory to France, of the future peace 
of the country. 

General Lyautey’s telegram also an- 
nounced that Moulai Hafid agreed to 
comply with al] the conditons imposed in 
exchange for the formal consent of 
France to his abdication, and to give all 
the guarantees desired. He had, besides, 
signed terms of abdication fully sat- 
isfactory to the general: these included 
a formal signed letter which will be 
read in all the mosques in the country 
which is the regular method of publish- 
ing a royal decree in Morocco. 

The letter announces that for reasons 
of health the Sultan has abdicated the 
throne. This declaration, it was hoped, 
would be a complete bar to any fanatical 
or religious disturbance or manifestation 
of opposition. The retiring Sultan rec- 
ommended to his people as his successor 
the election of his youngest brother Mou- 
lai Youssef who is at present acting as 
Khalifa at Fez. 


Action Is Requested 


The resident-general asked the French 
government to ratify at once the terms 
of abdication and there was every reason 
to that this would be immedi- 
ately done. 

The Sultan has made application for 
permission to reside at Tangiers in which 
city he has already purchased a large 
property. 

The Sultan-elect is regarded as a young 
man of very moderate views which are 
sympathetic with European ideas. He is 
warmly supported by General Lyautey 
who reports that he is animated by sin- 
cere and friendly feelings toward France 
and the new regime, and also that he is 
held in very high esteem by the chiefs 
of the principal tribes. 

As soon as the terms of abdication 
were ratified by the French government 
Moulai Hafid proposed to leave Rebat for 
Marseilles and to make a prolonged 
visit to France before retiring to his 
yermanent residence at Tangiers. 

It is not without interest to look back 
upon the events leading to the succession 
and actual reign of Moulai Hafid, all of 
which have had to be seriously taken 
into account in the choice of a new Sul- 
tan. 

It will be remembered that Moulai 
Hafid originally led the rebellion against 
French influence in Morocco. He in fact 
engineered the revolt against his brother, 
Moulai Abdul Aziz, the reigning Sultan, 
solely on the ground that he had become 
the tool of France and had sought the 
protection of the French government in 
a manner dishonorable to the Moroccan 
nation. In 1907 he was successful in de-

posing his bréther, and ascended the 


throne himself although he was not for- 
mally recognized by the great powers un- 
ti] 1909. 


France Made Blunder 


It is now generally understood that 
France committed a great blundér in per- 


mitting the dethronement of Abdul Aziz, 


especially after he had openly sought 
French protection and had moreover act- 
ed loyally to French influence. 

The greater part of the reign of Moulai 
Hafid has been accompanied by a series of 
rebellions throughout the country, all of 
which have been in the nature of a pro- 
test by foree against a general condi- 
tion of bad government and more espe- 
cially against the extortionate exactions 
made by the Sultan’s minister against the 
various tribes. This resulted in render- 
ing Moulai Hafid extremely obnoxious to 
the greater part of the people, and when 
he could no longer protect himself fromm 
them he willingly turned to France for 
her pratection. 3

FAMOUS CASTLE MAY BE LOST _

LONDON—Everybody who drives out 
of London on the Portsmouth road 
knows the picturesque town of Farnham, 
with the bishop of Winchester’s castle, 
a magnificent red castle, towering 
up on the hill above the town. 
main street below is the Bush inn, 
where travelers stop for meals and where

EDITORIAL 
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Boston, Mass., Wednesday, August 28, 1912 


In THE columns of this newspaper and in 
those of others, in the pages of current 
periodicals and in the speeches of public men, 
the thought has been expressed that legalism, 
that is, reliance upon the letter rather than 
the spirit of the law, is a danger from which 
the United States must guard themselves. 
That courts of law ought to regard the sub- 
stance rather than the form 1s a not extrav- 
agant proposition and one about which we 
can hardly conceive of there being much difference. But our read- 
ers will have loaded themselves with a quite incorrect impression. to 
be later rejected, if they do not open their eyes to the fact that an 
attack upon courts can much more easily be extravagant than founded 
upon knowledge and reason. It is for this reason that today it 1s 
the duty of every cool-headed man to remember that jurisprudence, 
like engineering or carpentering, is an art to be learned like any other 
art. The way in which that art may be practised in certain cases or 
by certain men may be eminently unsatisfactory; history has proved 
this often enough to forbid any particular feeling on the subject, 
but what is equally true, though less dramatic, is the fact that the 
principles of the art remain the same, whatever the defects or mis- 
takes of those that practise 1t. 

If the nation will talk of fundamentals, it must remember funda- 
mentals and must deny the temptation to believe that these can be 
changed from day to day. No one ever originated justice, will ever 
refer, recall or initiate it, or ever make it greater or less than itself, 
the eternal balance between a man’s inclinations and his relation 
toward mankind. For the moment at times when men are harassed 
or irritated by what they do not like, often with good reason, they 
nay lose sight of the fact that justice is seldom well defended hastilv 
and by consequence that an attack on courts of justice must be an 
attack on those that make it possible for the courts themselves to 
exist, namely, the people. In a country where over so great an 
area the state judges are elected by the voters, the agitation for ‘he 
recall and the recall itself will never cease to alternate until each ind} 
vidual voter has the moral courage to guard the bench as jealously 
as he guards his family. He must do this or resign to the executive 
the power to appoint judges, as has been the constitutional practise 
in New England. No intolerant enthusiasm, no half personal feel- 
ing toward judges that have failed to satisfy the popular appetite, 
can cloud for any length of time the vital fact that what Professor 
Dicey has called a “despotic democracy” is any guaranty that legalism 
shall diminish or that law shall continue to protéct and uphold the 
conunonwealth.

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SSS m=] TrrerRE will be no news for well-informed 
people in the statement that Montreal is 
bending all of its energies to the end of 
becoming the great grain port of North 
America. A very large part of the grain 
trathc that was formerly controlled by New 
York, Boston, Philadelphia and Baltimore is 
now held by the northern city. Notwith- 
_ || standing the numerous and vigorous efforts 
geo that have been made to prevent diversion, 
the grain shipments through the Great lakes continue to seek, in 
larger volume annually, an outlet through that port. A writer in 
Harpers Weekly gives some facts with regard to the dock, terminal 
and harbor improvements that have contributed toward bringing 
this about. It would appear that the first thing Montreal did in 
order to attain to the position it now occupies among the ports of 
the world was to deserve the patronage that has come to her. She 
was prepared to make Sacrifices, and she made them; she was pre- 
pared to make investments in an uncertain future, and she made 
them. “Conservative Montreal,” says the writer referred to, ‘gave 
a little gasp when she saw the fine harbor line disappear behind the 
first of a chain of skyscraper elevators.’ But the skyscraper eleva- 
tors went up, and in like manner everything else, so far as the water- 
front is concerned, has given way to the utilitarian during the last 
few years. 

The utilitarian in this connection has meant simply that Mon- 
treal, having determined to capture a large share of the grain com- 
merce of the continent, would not allow any trivial matter to remain 
an obstacle. The object was to make the port the most desirable 
one on the Atlantic side of the two countries for the shipment of 
grain. “You can touch the port of Montreal as it has been reborn 
at almost every point,’ this writer adds, “and find it measuring to 
the best tests of efficiency. Within the last eighteen 
months six new lines have found it advisable to institute regular 
freight and passenger service direct to the wharves of the metrop- 
olis of Canada.” 

And this is no mere figure of speech. It is possible to institute 
regular freight and passenger service direct to the wharves of Mon- 
treal. Montreal had to make a choice between a waterfront beauti- 
ful and a waterfront useful, and she decided to go in for the esthetic 
in another quarter. “If Montreal suffered two skyscraping eleva- 
tors to raise themselves in front of her lovely and famous Quay 
street, she felt that they must pay for, their utilitarian ugliness by 
utilitarian efficiency,” says the same writer. Her whole scheme of 
dock and terminal and harbor improvement has been carried out on 
this line. There has been no limitation placed upon the movement 
for commercial expansion. All other things had to give way before 
it. She followed very closely the plans for port development that 
have been carried out or are being carried out in London, in Liver- 

. tie ; 
pool, in Hamburg and in New York. In each case the welfare, the 
upbuilding, of the port has been the cardinal point. All other mat- 
ters have been made subservient to it afd have had to adjust them- 
selves to it. In short)the great and progressive ports of the world, 
Montreal included, have become great, and remain great, by pursuing 
a policy that subordinates everything along their waterfront to the

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A FEW weeks ago, a letter written to one of 
the big London dailies by a soi-disant Ger- 
man military critic made some stir in South 
America, especially in Buenos Aires and 
Montevideo. In it. German imperialistic 
designs on the great estuary were,aired with 
a show of authority, which did not fail to 
make a certain impression on the English 
press both at home and in South America. 
The Argentine press looked up from the 
Latin-American chess board long enough to inquire in Berlin, where 
it secured official assurances that the letter was all mere chatter, even 
to the name and title of the miflitary authority. The fact is, it 1s 
getting more and more difhcult to interest South Americans in rumors 
of European designs on their republics. The anti-German campaign 
in Brazil, though it lasted for quite a while, collapsed long ago with- 
out leaving a vestige; else how could the appointment of a German 
Brazilian, Dr. Lauro Muller, to the position of minister of foreign 
affairs, succeeding the grand old man of South America, Baron do 
Rio Branco, have failed to give rise to the most fantastical conjec- 
tures? Even the Italian peril, of which very little is seen in the press 
of the English-speaking world—though it is much more plausible 
than the rest, thanks to the extremely high percentage of Italian stock 
in the make-up of the nation and tts proportionately large share tn 
the building up of the country—is viewed wi 4 a certain patronizing 
indifference. Yet where Germany has carefully refrained from 
specifying the locality of that famous Plaetzchen an der Sonne she 
has set her heart on, the Italians have never made any bones about 
their South American velleities, 1n the press or in Parliament. [ven 
high diplomats, such as a former Italian minister in Buenos Aires, 
were charged at one time with highly indiscreet utterances® and since 
the Italian raid on the Turkish possessions, voices are being heard 
among certain Italian elements, permanently or temporarily residing 
in Buenos Aires, that would set any nation by the ears that was not 
as serenely confident of its destiny and its ““Americanismo”’ as is the 
Argentine. And strange as it may seem, it 1s not the Monroe doc- 
trine, that mighty bulwark, which imparts that sense of security. On 
the contrary, if the Argentino feels infinitely more drawn to the 
uropean and looks to him for his purchases, his market, his culture, 
his recreation, it.is not in the least because of the present interpreta- 
tion of that doctrine 
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Why IT 1s that Boston has waited until this 
late day in its history to enter formally on a 
phase ot urban expenditure for edutational 
and recreational ends that some other Amer- 
ican cities long since agreed upon, it would be 
difficult to explain. Yet the fact is that the 
zoological garden in Franklin park and the 
aquarium on the harbor front at South Bos- 
ton register the city s first efforts to satisfy 
an entirely legitimate and wholesome curios- 
itv, latent 1n most adults as well as rampant in most children, con- 
cerning beasts, birds and inhabitants of the deep. One would have 
supposed that a city so long identifed with marine affairs, a city that 
has bred and educated so many distinguished naturalists and that 
once was the civic arena in which Agassiz lived and worked, would 
long since have provided collections of living creatures to be studied 
not only by the youth of the schools but by artists and scientific 
investigators. A first-class zoological garden and aquarium have 
social values that cannot be summed up by the attendance of the 
crowd, important as that 1s, and certain to be counted upon, as wit- 
ness the results at Franklin park, with only a part of the collection 
assembled. Recourse to such animal displays, where habitat and 
environment are made to approximate those of nature and where the 
anpearance of restraint and coercioreof the creatures present is 
reduced to a minimum, will teach alt observers, whether old or 
young, much that the ordinary urbanite needs to know. 

If incidentally, the Boston “zoo” leads to more use bv Bosto- 
nians of the superb park in which it is placed, it will have justified 
its creation. Up toa recent date there has been a lamentable fail- 
ure of the masses to use oné of the finest municipal properties in the 
world. 
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ONE of the principal reasons for assuming that there will be no 
international tariff wars is that tariff wars do*hot pay. 
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MISAPPREHENSION of the application of the 
law enacted in the closing hours of the last 
session of Congress, and to go into effect 
on Sept. 1, with relation to the delivery of 
mail matter in first and second class post- 
offices, has made it necessary for the 
postinaster-general to issue a statement of 
correction. From this is appears that the 
only mail affected is that received at the 
postofhices on Sunday and hitherto assorted 
on that day for distribution to Jock boxes. Mail lying-over from 
the previous day will be accessible to box holdérs as usual. Sunday 
labor, the work of distributing Sunday mail to lock boxes. will be 
limited to certain classes of mail—such as that for newspapers anc 
hotels—that cannot be held over without serious inconvenience. - A 
measure of discretion is to be allowed postmasters in the matter of 
sorting out mail of assumed or known importance. Considerable 
nail will be handled in transit, of course, for Sunday box delivery. 
The great point gained by this legislation seems to be the discon- 
tinuance of a general Sunday business at the postoffice, through the 
delivery and stamp windows. 

The general public has been gradually weaned from the Sunday 
morning postoffice habit. Formerly it was the custom of business 
and professional men and others to congregate about the postoffices 
in towns and cities and await the opening of the delivery department 
at noon. One ofthe pioneer editors in western progressive journal- 
ism assigned his reporters for a long time to Sunday morning inter- 
views with prominent citizens gathered at the postoffice. But the 
custom faded. No hardship will be felt now by the ordinary and 
individual citizen who must get on without his-mail from Saturday 
afternoon until Monday morning. 

The change may work considerable inconvenience—for a time— 
in some quarters. This is common to all changes. There will have 
to be, and there will be, a readjustment of thought and practise to 
the new condition. Special delivery will take care of all the mail 
that is urgent; moreover, there is the telegraph night letter, as well 
as, day. message, and there its always the telephone. 

On the other hand, thousands of postoffice employees and their 
families will be distinct gainers. These people are deserving of con- 
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sideration. They are entitled to the seventh day of the week and 
all the privileges that attach to its observance. It needs be that manv 
must, under our present system, continue to work on Sunday, but we 
believe it is the duty and should be the purpose of all right-thinking 
people to reduce Sunday labor, by reducing the need of it, to 
ilinimum. Common sense must be the standard of me: 
here as elsewhere. But the general idea of Sunday clos 
postothce is sound, and should be adhered to now that Congre 
recognized it. 
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WHEN the middle West was in the making, 
it required an ox team, one man to drive and 
another to hold the plow, and the time 
between early dawn and late dusk to “break” 
an acre of ground. Recently at the experi- 
ment station of Purdue University a machine 
of fifty fourteen-inch plows; pulled by three 
powerful oil-burning engines and operated 
by four men, plowed a strip of land fifty- 
eight feet and four inches wide at a speed of 
tour miles an hour, or one acre in every four minutes and fifteen 
seconds. This broke the international plowing record, but machinery 
on the tarm has been doing many things quite as remarkable during 
the last twenty-five vears, and quite as marvelous, when compared 
with earlier agricultural methods. 

The American people have become familiar with the annual cry 
for harvest hands. Every year there are complaints of a labor 
shortage throughout the cereal belt. It is noticeable. however, that 
these cries are not so loud and that these complaints are not so 
numerous as they used to be. The reason is, 
taking the place of men on the farm as fast 
to install the necessary equipment. Every vear the 
machinery to handle the crop becomes more urgent. lhe government 
reports for this season estimate the principal crops as tollows: \Vheat, 
660,000,000 bushels: corn. 2,800,000,000: oats, 1,200,000 000 
barley, 200,000,000; cotton, 
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13,000,000 bales; hay, 60,000,000 | 
potatoes, 360,000,000 bushels. Even with machinery, an arm 
men is employed in gathering these crops; if they were gat 
under the old system, a legion would be required to accomplh 

task. 

Upon the great farms and plantations man-directed 
machinery does almost everything. Farming 1s no longer a hap! 
ard calling. In one of the youngest of the states—Oklahoma—m 
than 3000 farmers, we are told, are raising crops in accordance wit! 
instructions sent out from the state agricultural headquarters. Prac- 
tical demonstration:work has taken a firm hold there. The state | 
1375 cotton demonstrators, 1312 corn demonstrators and 481 kahr 
demonstrators. Moreover, 9367 boys are enrolled in clubs for rats- 
ing corn, cotton and kafir, and 3550 girls jn girls’ canning clubs. This 
is typical and illustrative of the general progress in agriculture. 
Nevertheless, there are lacking still the aids in machinery necessary 
to the prosperity of the small farmer. He cannot invest in the larger 
plants, nor can he employ them successfully on his smaller feelds. 
The periodical, Farm Machinery, of St. Louis recognizes the need 
of machines that may be operated by owners of small farms as a 
pressing one. The manufacturers, it says, will be wise if they shall 
build these machines at a price that will be within the reach of men 
who are now unable to provide themselves with modern equipment. 
This hint is timely. The small farmer 1s at a double disadvantage 
at present. He can neither put in the most efficient labor-saving 
machinery, nor is he, as a rule, so circumstanced, that he can obtain 
labor as he needs it at normal rates. In many sections, the small 
farmer is being driven off the soil, or forced to migrate; it 1s a mat- 
ter of grave importance that his needs shall be recogmzed and met, 
especially in view of the effort making at this time to turn the tide 
of population from the city and toward the country. 
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THE constructive imagination of the Jap- [f 
anese, combined with other qualities, by the 
strategy of Kodama, Togo, Oku and other 
warriors, has taught western Europe and 
America to respect Nippon as a militant 
power. The time is near at hand when it 
will be in order for the same nations to 
awake to the fact that, using the same qual- | 
ity—the constructve imagination—in commec- || 
tion with statecraft, industry and commerce, 

Japan must again be reckoned with, and this not only because 
she has carried governmental aid and control of trade beyond 
ordinary bounds and because she has a tractable, intelligent and low- 
paid class of labor, but also because she has tundamentally altered 
her traditional attitude toward commerce and business and is now 
giving to the banker, mine owner, administrator of shipping lines 
and builder of mills a new social status. Wath this additional incen- 
tive the Japanese, like the German captain of industry, engages in 
competition with men in Europe and America who have long hac 
what he is just beginning to get, namely, wealth, social prestige anc 
official recognition. 

This reflection is incited by the intimation that, with the open- 
ing of the Panama canal, New York will immediately be added to 
the list of terminals to and from which vessels of several of the best 
of the large steamship lines subsidized by Japan will regularly come 
and go. Having already demonstrated their economic competency 
as rivals of British, German and American mariners in the Pacitic, 
and already with their terminals in some European ports, these ship- 
ping companies now intend to take advantage of the fundamental 
change to be worked by the new link of the oceans. Such a move, 
whatever its other bearings may be, if it comes will have the merit 
of being taken after reflection upon all issues at stake. The national 
thought, as it were, serenely working in a field above partizan dis- 
putes or selfish tnterests, will be felt to have shaped the decision. 
This is more than Americans can say, as they contemplate the con- 
gressional record of action toward American marine and commercial 
interests, registered at the session justclosing. 
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TuE locomotive building and repair shops of the country are 
said to be working overtime in order to meet the demands of the rail- 
1oads that are trying to meet the demands of shippers. Business 
seems to be as determined as ever not to permit itself to be distracted 
this year by anything on the outside, no matter how interesting.
